lutely motionless instead of throw- 
ing themselves to the ground when 
enemy flares flight up the night. 


Their basic functions are recon- 


naissance, combat 
and 
ambush. 


Only volunteers are accepted". 


Reconnaissance patrols map the 


terrain and ascertain Ihe slrenglh 
and disposition of Ihe enemy. Com- 
bat patrols, small task forces rang- 
ing in size from squad to platoon, 
are charged with definile offensive 
missions. Ambush patrols 
lie in 


wait for enemy patrols and shoot 
it out in darkness. 


Clark's scouts tape their metal 


idenlification discs and muffle Iheir 
ccnteens lo keep Ihcm from clank- 
ing. They carry aulomalic weap- 
ons, for mass firepower is import- 
ant at nighl when individual lar- 
gcts are hard to see. 


Like all successful scouts, Har- 


wood has worked out tricks for his 
own particular men to follow. 


"We were out on one mission to 


clear 
four 
houses 
of 
enemy 


troops," he related. "It was so dark 
I could stand wilh my hand on the 
shoulder of the man in front of me 
and couldn't see him. So we 
wouldn't flounder into a mine field 
or become separaled, I used four 
men as a point. They would ad- 
vance 100 yards, 'then one would 
return and escort the rest of us to 
where they were." 


They advanced in crouched posi- 


tions, patting the ground to make 
sure no mines were there and then 
carefully stepping in 
the 
tracks 


made by their hands. 


His patrol successfully 
passed 


the mine field, but on Ihe return 
trip Ihe Ihird man behind Harwood 
tripped a mine and was killed. 


Lee believes there is little 
to 


choose between daylight and night 
work. 


"In the daylight you

see 


your enemy and you stand a bet- 
ter chance of avoiding trip wires 
and booby traps," he said.
